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INSTRUCTIONS FOR THE PERFORMANCE OF TAKE A CHANCE 


Choose any one of the eight fragments as the beginning. 

Choose either a clockwise or counter-clockwise direction to play 
around the circle. 

Play each fragment in turn until the beginning fragment is played 
again. This completes the composition. 


. A moderate tempo is suggested, but this may vary with the skill 


of the performers. 

The performers will start together, then move at their own pace, 
listening to each other. They will not necessarily end together. 
Each performance will undoubtedly be different. 


Several variations are possible at the choice of the performers.

Any one or all of the fragments may be repeated before playing 
the next one in the circle. 

Spaces of silence may be placed between some of the fragments. 
The duration of these spaces will vary between the performers.

Either the Primo or Secondo of this duet may be played as a solo 
or one part may be recorded on a tape recorder and played 
back while the performer plays the other part on the piano.
